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Subpena Served Directing 
Governor to Appear 



The name of J. Marshall 
Brown, Democratic national 
committeeman from Louisiana, 
was added to the list of those 
scheduled to appear before thej 
Orleans Parish Grand Jury ini 
its probe of organized crime, j 

A subpena was issued for him 
by the District Attorney’s Of 
fice Wednesday. 

Deputies of Criminal Sheriff 
Louis A. Heyd Jr. said 
Brown’s subpena, which di- 
rects him to appear at 11 a.m. 
Thursday, was served person- 
ally in New Orleans. 

Earlier Wednesday, chief 
deputy’s assistant Barney Kil- 
bride served a subpena direct- 
ing Gov. John J. McKeithen 
to appear at 2 p. m. Thursday 
on William V. Redmann, 
executive counsel to the gover 
nor, in Baton Rouge. 
Previously Jefferson Parish 
rackets figure Carlos Marcello 
and two of his brothers, Samuel 
and Peter, were also subpenaed. 
to appear Thursday. 

Meanwhile Wednesday, East 
Baton Rouge District Attorney 
Sargent Pitcher, conducting 
his own crime investigation, 
said in* Chicago that he has 
met with “tremendous success 
and accomplishments” on a 
trip to gather information 
about organized crime. 

YOUNG ACCOMPANIES 
Pitcher, who said details will 
be made public at the proper 
time, was accompanied to Chi- 
cago by Aubrey Young, a 
former aide to McKeithen. 

Young’s testimony before the 
East Baton Rouge Grand Jury 
has led to one indictment al- 
ready in that jury’s investiga- 
tion of organized crime. 

McKeithen was attending the 
Washington Parish Fair in 
Franklinton when his subpena 
was served. Redmann said 
the governor would have ap- 
peared on invitation without 
the subpena. 

District Attorney Jim Garri- 
son Tuesday first had invited!/ 
the governor to appear in New! 



Orleans, then subpenaed him 
. Garrison, when asked why he

| Novel said he sent a wire to 
[Pitcher. The telegram follows: 

I “Dear Sir: Upon consulting 



with my noted attorney, Mr 
Jerry Weiner of Columbus, 
Ohio, pertaining to your recent 
statements relative to my ’put- 
ting up or shutting up’ i here- 
by formally offer to come to 
Baton Rouge, La., immediate- 
ly to testify about matters rela 
tive to my recent press state- 
ment and your belated investi- 
gation and will furnish facts, 
figures, documents, plans, re 
cordings, etc., about these mat- 
ters providing I can be granted 
complete immunity within the 
! entire state of Louisiana, in- 
cluding any and all parishes 
where I am currently being 
traudently prosecuted for such 
time as is necessary to render 
the data and testimony before 
your grand jury and am per- 
jmitted to return at my free will 
to the state of Ohio without 
, any further persecution and po- 
j lineal harassment. 

I “Please 1 forward Mr. Weiner 
the necessary immunity docu- 
ments or shut up. Sincerely 
Gordon Novel.” 

‘PLEDGE OF ACCORD’ , 
Meanwhile, Pitcher had sent 1 
a telegram to Weiner in Colum- 1 
bus, offering to meet Novel any- 
where in the nation and ex- 
amine Novel’s information. 

“Your refusal to' accept this 
reasonable request can only be 
interpreted as an admission on 
your part that you have at- 
tempted to sensationalize ficti- 
tious or nonexistent evidence or' 
to obtain immunity for yourself 
I from crimes best known to 
yourself,” Pitcher said. 

Pitcher toid Novel if his in- 
formation was of value he 
was confident Gov. McKeith- 
en, Garrison and other state 
prosecutors would honor his 
request for immunity from ar- 
rest while in Louisiana to 
testify before the Baton Rouge 
Grand Jury. 

Pitcher said Garrison had 
been advised of the reply and 
had given his “comnlete 
pledge of cooperation and ac- 
cord.” 



The East Baton Rouge jurv 
which met Wednesday, was ex- 
pected to recess until Pitcher 
returns, probably Thursday or 
Friday. Telephone company of- 
ficials .were expected to take 
records in connection with tes- 
timony by Young to’ the jury

how many at that time, 
Pitcher said. 

A federal court hearing on a 
bid for a new trial for inter- 
national Teamster boss James 
Hoffa was held in Chicago. This 
bid is at the center of Pitcher’s 
jury investigation,' 

D’Alton Smith, former New 
Orleans, contractor, has been 
indicted on a charge of perjury 
as a result of the investigation. 

Young allegedly was offered 
$25,000 to arrange a meeting be- 
tween Smith and Baton Rouge 
Teamster boss Edward Partin 
SURRENDER TOLD 
According to Partin the meet- 
ing was to get him to change 
, his testimony . which was in- 
strumental in. sending Hoffa to 
federal prison. 

The East Baton Rouge 
sheriff’s office reported that 
a man identifying himself as 
Smith surrendered in Denton, 
Tex., and posted a $1,500 fugi- 
tive hond. 

Wednesday afternoon 
Smith’s attorney’s were re- 
ported ready to produce him 
in court at Denton.

Strate, a convicted felon, who 1 
paid ' his expenses. i 

The federal grand jury in New • 
Orleans is probing that aspect • 
of the case. 

Life Magazine in a series of 
articles first disclosed the con- 
nection between Young and 
Smith and between Young and 
Marcello. Young became a star I 
witness with the grand jury fol- 
lowing his dismissal from the 
governor’s staff.
